Con- 
sidering the fesling ut present prevailing in 
the Colony and the attempt that would al- 
moat inevitably be made to meko use of the 
Commission for. the ‘purpose, of damaging 
individual reputations, the wisdom. of the 
proposed. reference is, wo think; open to 
question.”

culled gingar, ‘The: publication of an arifcle io 
England has uudoubtedly led to this conclusion, 
which, howover, I revard aa unfortaunte, as in 
any opinion thore is no sufflcinnt reason for sup- 
posing that Chinogo proserved ginger ta obtain- 
ol from Alpiria Galanga, Willd. I have no doubt 
that th» true ginger plant, Zingiber ofictuale, 
Linn, ‘supplies the-artiola need (and koown us 
Chincue proavrvod ginger, Tho flowering here 
last yaar vf Aipinia Galanga only proved that a 
plunt which had been supposed by some psople 
to be a sonrco of preserved gingor was ab Apinia 
and not a trne ginger; bnt it did-not prove that 
Alpinia roots wore used for making the cele- 
brated presarve. An article dealing moro

‘The wave of riot bas rollod along the Yang- 
tane until it bas reached ‘our province. Thirty 
wiles. above Kinikiang is on-important trading 
town called Wreueb at which the steamors atop 
in mid-stream for passengora.’ Here the Wésle. 
yan Mission bas been Potocably established for 
nearly twenty yeara, so, peacdably ihnt one ig 
never called “Foreign devil” on the streets, 
ladies go ont without foreign escort, often even 
for thirty miles {inland to Kuangehi—Heien, 
where also @ married miasionary lives, The 
ills immedistely-opposite Wusueh bave been 
solooted for the. mission sanatorium. In 
‘Wasneh itself, thera are two oilesion houses 
in the same ‘compound. On Friday oven-

perishol. “Che crowd, armed with all sorts of 
improvised weapons, picks. swords, sticks ond’ 
stones, ‘made short work of them’ Mr. Argent, 
who foll first, was raurdored at tho entrance to 
the little chapel, whorein .bis labours had Jain, 
while Mr. Groeu, probably after the other's 
death, and seeing the hopslessuess of .-the 
situation, gallantly ondeavourd to fight hia 
way bauk through the woothing mob, That he 
made a despsrato offort to Keach tho Customs 
Stition is ovident from the marks of theatiagele 
npon kis: hanids—~ho had only his bara: fists to 
depend npon—and tho number of wounds he 
received before he foll beaten ‘and . helplaas 
amongst hig barbarous and brutal enemies, four 
or five hundeed yards from whore Mr, Argent 
alruady tay: Meaowhiby the head Chinoso officinl 
at the Custom House had gonoto the missionary 
Awelling-houses and thera found Mra, Bowden, 
Mrs. Warreuan? Mrs. Prothoro, witi four little 
ohildren, expactiag in terror every moment to 
bo murdered. Bnt this official, who desorvos 
grost.credit, managed after great diffon'ty xd 
danger to get thom to his yamen, whire thoy 
ramsined ia comparative eufely, but ‘in the most. 
awful state of distrass and smspanna, till the next. 
morning, whon the waloowe sight of the Tehsing 


raised, their hopes, and they were conveyed, on 


‘board by dovions ways and throach back stroets 
for fear of another attack, the official escorting 
them to the jetty. ‘The chapel was completaly 
looted, while Mr. Bodon’s home is entirely barat, 
and Mr. Prothero’s also partially destroyed. .

the jottios ready to ba Iandod at a second’s no- 
tion The mob was kept qulet by tho presence 
of the foraigoors in the séraota and on (ho Bund. 
On the ‘back stroot tho mob was the thicksst.

They 
pradently: decliued. But tha mob inorossod ; 
soon soma eight or fon residents for aed line 
and ohargot with the bayonet aod drove thous 

ands before tham. apd ont of the settlement. 
Tn tha meantime ¢he Taotai with a proat 
following of troops parred inand overy chanos 
of the mob destroying property or tubing life 
was gone, Tho Chingse soldiors wore requested 
to clear the Coucessiqn and close the barrier: 
they wade some ineffpotual attempts, 30 the re- 
sidents. took tho woyk in‘ hand avd drove the 
crowd from all the atrects at the point of the 
bayonet, and closed the barrier. Pickota of Chi- 
nosoxoldiers wore postad everywhare and residents 
wore underarm all night. | 'o-day the Concession 
was ovowded and Chinese roamed all about but. 
dared vot breakout, armed forvigners bainy wary. 
where. Asan instangs of the value of tho native 
soldiora in a conflict with tha people, one of the 
“braves” sturted to move on a crowd, but they 
wonld not ba moved agd finally the solilior puahed 
one of them, who tured round and cursed him, 
whereut the soldier made a polite bow. Other 
braves ran up bat did not geet to do much, and 
if was not till the residents appeared with fixed 
bayonets that there pras apy utampeda, All 
through thoday mattors havo’. son thus.

DETAILS OF THE WUSIEH RIOTS, 
20 CHURCHES DSATROYED. 

“Pére Colombsl has supplied the following fur. 
Uhor details to tha Daily News :— 

Ou Sunday, Juno 7th, the Father at the mis- 
aion sont to warn tho Ghibsiea, who replied 
verbally; “Make your minis eaay; thare will 
be no. disturbance. The people are well 
disposed here, and if the Roropaans do’ not go 
away there will bo no breach of the peaco.” At 
the request of the Father, the Chiks‘eu promised 
to ond two gan-janks to places in the neighbour. 
hoad, in order to prevetib any excitement, He 
also sont for two tipaos'und made them responsi. 
ble for the peace of the district, At tha same 
lime Father Tschape, the Superior of thix seetinn 
of the Mission, was at Kiangyin, which vas moro 
threatened than Wusieh. He’ raada ‘roprogen- 
tations tothe officiate at Kiangyin and Cbangeha, 
but without result, 

Oa tho morniug of Monday, 8th June, the 
school obildren had all been sent away. ‘Tha 
burial sorvieo was road over = Christian who had 
diod tho night’ before, . After tho mass, the 
coffin was placed in another room of the shuroh, 
ordinarily used for the parpose, dogethor with 
that of wohild which had died that morning, 
Aftor tho sorvieo, the riotera b gan to arrive in 
groups, without sbouta or antorivs. They illad 
the court-yird of the churoh and coul:l nat bo 
induced to go away. Tho Father agin sent 
to warn'the mandarina: His moessongor rotorned 
with tho information that the tyo'hsions 
at.’ Wusieh and tro or threo other officinls 
were on the way to his assistance. ‘hey came, 
bot not to, the adtual, soane of the trouble, 
stationing thomsolvos on the other side’ of a 
wide ‘canal. Thoy were scoompanied by a 
crowd, in which somo, strangers, said to’ bo 
Hunan, men, wero heard orying ont; “The 
officials are going to destroy the church; lot ua 
help them.” Those words produced the desired 
effuot, hindering the officiala and exoi/ing the 
mob. Asiogie official of inferior rank, asvom- 
panied by seven or sight mon, entered the 
priest's ‘residence, followol by an immense 
crowd. He got-out of his chair, prodnoad a 
folding stool, sat- dowa, took his wator-pipa 
and fon, surveyod the orowd and excasad him- 
salf from doing anything, on the ground 
that bis sapariors wore abaanit. Aton time ho 
oartainly showed alittle onarzy. ‘Carolug back 
his onffs, be called ont.te the crowd to go stay, 
but no one. obeyed. Finally, after waiting for 
supsriord who never ean, bo said that as tha 
mob hag. come in with him. it would: yo ont with 
him. Be acoording'y -went-asay, bat the rio. 
tors romained, They soon: began to braak in 
the doors aud windows. Some convert: who at- 
tempted to atop thom receive! wounds, Forty 
or flity soldiers entered the: priest’s court-yard 
and drovo out the mob, but at the same time 
the girls’ school was wet om fire... ‘The soldiers 
immediately abtndoned. the place to tho riotors, 
without making a single effort to stop them! 

‘While the pricst wos defending this house, 
the girls’ school ws’ attaoked. For ‘some time 
no entranas conld be offeoted, but at last a 
stranger tauotiog the crow with their ilk 
success, shouted out that ha. would show them 
the way to go to work, an t.with a bir stone 
broke open one of the bask doors. The ouly 
persons ramaining in the orphanago wore a Low 
Chinoss réligieuses, who at first ran soma danger 
but wore soon allowed to esoap2. : ‘Tho building 
was thon mothodicaliy set oa fire with gan- 
powder and ail; avidantly brought exprasily for 
the purposes, Tho church, and next the priost’a 
house, were then kindled by the sam weans, 
with anoh effect that nothing was left bab raing, 
‘The church was tho largost anil most richly do- 
corated belonging to the mission. 

The principal anthors of the attack ware meu 
speaking tin Upper Yangtsze dialoct,. buing pro- 
bably Hunan mn, Thay were not numerons, 
but wero corlainly the ringlendors, ‘Choir in- 
fAinenos in stirring ap the people, their determin: 
edaction deriug the attaok, and thoir sudden 
disappearance ag soon as the torch bad been ap 
plied, are worthy of remark. Tha onmwerous 
rico-shop moan, most of whom are from the norih 
of Kiangsi (Kongpoyuen}, had stopped wark for 
two or threw days, anticipating Finnder, They 
were the most active workera throughout th» 
riot.’ As soon ms the fire had obtained a hold, 
an ‘Summonsze crowd ‘of plundorors, including 
soldiers, swooped down upon ‘the place, withont 
let or hindrance. Christigus attempted ‘to stop 
somo of these wretches, ladon with the spoils of 
tho ohureh, and take them bofore the officials, 

Tho coffin containing the dead child was oar- 
ried off und placed, it is said, ia front of tho man- 
daring That of the woman was broken opgn. 
‘The rioters attempted, by mannsof blows with 
bricks and stones, to mako the oyeg fall out-of the 
oad, vogardlogs: of tho entreaties of the daad 
wouun's husband, obildren, and-other relations. 
When the priest, escaping in 9 junk, passed the 
oomotery, ha saw tha wretches digging up the 
bodies of children, which they savagely watilat- 
od, cutting. the arms and plucking owt the eyes. 

Unfortanately, in the two profooturcd of 
Wasieh and Kiangyin, the mission has over 60 
churches. Wo have slroady lesrat that 20 of 
these have boon burnt; ond it fs said that a na- 
tive priest has beon slightly woundad and that 
two or three Clirletians have bean killed. ‘The 
Viceroy of Nanking has sent an official named 
Ya, to take the pluoo, it is undoratood. of Lin 
Tei-ya, Ho has visited the’ raina in company 
with Father Tachepa, The Futai-at Boochow 
has sent a delegate to arrange this sed business,

Tho Tsang-li Yamon a short time ago sent a 
momurial-in to the Throne, sotting forth that ia 
savernl proriness mobs of riotors have dyabroyed. 
the churches of tha Foreiga Missionaries. anid 
praying His Majesty to issuo instructions ax 
"speedily as pornibls to the various Vicwrays, Tar: 
tay-Generals and Governors, fox the devising of 
means to cheok this destructive rictiug. Tha 
memorial pointed out how in the 4th moon of 
this year Foroign churches were burned, pulled 
dowa and loatad by seoret sooioties at Wubn in 
the Anhwot Provineo; how similar things hup- 
ponad at Tanyang in Kinngsu Provinen, aod nt 
‘Wusueh in Hupob, two Poroigners boing killed 
by tho'rioters at the latter place. Ths juemorial 
maintained that the lowdars of the rioters should 
bo caught. and’ soverely dealt with, and that 
Foreigners and their churches in China should 
bo fally proicotod. : 

His Impariil Majesty hns raplied inn decree 
saying that Worcign missionaries come to China 
forthe purposn of teaching Western sciance 
and Weatern doctrines to the Chianso prople. 
and saoh is fally sot; forth ia the treaties made 
by China from time to time with tha various 
Toreign Powers, In former years strict injunc- 
tiong were laid wpon all the high proviricial 
authorities to protect Foreiga misiounriva, who 
have now been in tho couutry for xn’ very lour 
tine, teaching and enlightening the people: and 
alwaya displaying the most .paneatal ‘nature, 
Why tho peoplo should now wish to kill them, 
‘horn their chavohes aud sxpurge their roligion 
is a mystery, It osonot arive among tio poo- 
plo. themselves, but must be ‘due to ths. plot 
tings of some sooret sovlotios, Whos? loidues are 
constantly inciting tho po plo.to joia bietr wa- 
lawlal o-paaizations and engawe in turbulence 
and rapinc, ‘Those leaders ond mombars of s3- 
aret soc aties are always sprendiug unfounded and 
soandstons rumours about tho Faroignors, for the 
perpose most probably of sreating opportunities 
to pillage and pluater, aud they arg o nitanthy 
inciting well-disposod poraois to enlist in their 
ranks, which, if not atopped taust bring on oudlo s 
troubloin the fature. [fthoy are not oanght aud 
punished savoraly at ono the parca of the Stile 
willbe at stake. I horoby ordorthe Vicoroys. Tar- 
tar Canerals, and Govornors of the Liang-klang, 
Liwng-Hu, Kiang-su, Auhwoei, aad Hapoel Pro- 
vinues, to give instreations speatily to the 
officials uador thom to apprehend ali thy 
loadera -and members of secret socielins, try 
them in Court, aud oxecata thom at onvo if

punishod, The property and lives of Foreign 
missiouarios and meérobants in China’ are 
to bo at all. times--protected, and if. yon 
officials mg loot to do your utmost in protecting 
them, or if any mob of rioters jot bayond your 
control inthe districtd or cities undor your 
jurisdiction. you will ot onud be dageadad and 
dismissed from gorvico,. Similar troubles to 
those now prevailing occurred in former times 
in soma of the provinces, and heavy dunizas, 
whioh aro not yet sottled, wore claimed by the 
forsiguers for proparty and churches destroyed.

THE CAUSES OF THK RIOTS. 

Mr, W. Vs Deammond writes, andar date of 
lth June, as followa'to the N.C. Diily News i— 

Tho very serious “disturbances that are now 
oocutring in varions placa in mid-Chins, and in 
which two English lives have already been taken, 
and au immanse amount.of foreiga-omiad pro. 
potty destroyed, make it desirably that a trae 
understanding shuld bs urrived at as to the sire 
gumstances, connected-with, and the cousidoration 
bearing npon, these oxtbraaks. ‘ 1 

Having made a epevial atudy of Chinese politios 
formany years, audmoro particularly ofthe woder- 
onrrents of the intornal politic of China, I may 
porhaps be ablo tothrow alittle light upou what is 
to all foreigners confessedly a very dark and un- 
fathomable endjest. 

‘Th ny letter to you of the-27th ult., L stated. 
some of tha conclusions which I had arrived at 
some years ago, and events which have occurred 
riuoe you prblishet thst letter on the 29th ult, 
soom to have corroborated in every detail the cor: 
sraotuess of (hose conclusions. I now propose to 
make a fow- general observations upon certain 
points of special importance. 

Firat; as regards the cause or causes 
of these disturbances: I have long bean vf. 
opinion: that « spirit of onrest has avis’n, and 
bas been rapidly growing’ in China, that it has 
growo much more. rapidty. daring the last five 
yoara, and that’ it exists in much ‘greater force 
in eorkxin parts of, Cl than 1n othera, Its 
inception arogy,-I think, from an unconscious 
and innate feeling, which would b3. cunsidored. 
and degoribed by a certain cluss of potiticans in 
England and Amorica a3 one of healthy 
discontent. The“ progeassivadosire” which, seiz- 
ed upon Japan 9 gonoration aro is boginning to 
work in China, and will run its course as surely 
aod irresistibly as it has in ‘that country, 
though very possibly in a differant, mannor, and } 
atadifferent pace, The footing has as yet pro 
dnoed'no artioulate expression of the wrongs to 
be removed, the improvements to be xchieved, 
or tho results to ba attained, but it has led to 
the banding together of enormous numbers of 
mon in seoret societios which stern to have a 
‘upon ons point in common, namely, that the re- 
moval of the present Manohu dynasty, and the 
establishment of: a ‘purely Chinsse dynasty on 
the throne, is the Alest objeot of ‘their desires. 
Seoret soolotios lave undoubtedly existed in 
China trom a remoté pariod of history, but they 
have greatly inoreased in numbers of late yeara, 
aad comprise all classes, both official, mercantile. 
and sgrioulturst, the most important vlemont at 
prosent being military officials aud soldiers.
